"This is no ordinary event which hns

man, 
husband, brother, friend, lived to 


such a purpose, filling his duys so well, 
doing with bis might all that his hands 
found to do, that it seems discordant to 
speak of him as dead. One of Decatur's 
leading business men said when spooking 
of our bereavemeent, that Mr. Wells was 
one of the cleanest, truest and best men 
be ever knew, a man who did his whole 
work 
conscientiously, thoroughly and 


cheerfully and that his death was a pub- 
lic loss. His life bad been stainless, bon 
ored, useful and happy. He was a minis- 
ter of grace. He never made an enemy 
and never lost a friend. 
The gentleness 


ot bis disposition, the Jrankness of his 
manners and the integrity of his character 
drew men to him. He was gentle but no 
disproportion marred his life. He bad 
his ideas and quietly maintained them 
but bis persistence rartly assumed an ag- 
gressive form. I hove never known a 
truer, lovelier, more devoted man than 
be. He was sincere in motive and was 
chaste in thought. 
He detested display 


and pretentlon and shrank from notori- 
ety. 
I have never known a more loyal or 


helpful associate in Christian work, and 
never expect to find a truer friend. Above 
all Mr. Wells was a Christian, as a man, 
as a citizen, as a friend, his religion was 
a marked leatare. It ran like a thread of 
gold through his life. He was action per 
sonified. There was nof. a sluggish stream 
in bis life, not a lazy hair in his head. 
He bad been connected with our Sunday 
school at the College street chapel from its 
organization ond for the most of the time 
as Its efficient snperintendBnt. He taught e 
class In the home school, filled the posi- 
tion of usher and was one of the efficient 
elders interested in and working to make 
the church a power in the community 
Of his work in the church no pen can suf- 
ficiently write or no tongoe can fully tell. 
But he formed his inspiration at the fire- 
side and aprreached the ideas in his do 
mestlo life. In that sacred spot, the homn. 
the little family lived needing no court to 
define their relative rights and duties. 


"It will be ot Interest to you to know 


that in the faoe of death his courage never 
faltered. He b*d schooled himself to that 


serenity of soul which could not be die-

Not tlie suppression of slavery 


nor the punishment of transgressors 
w as liis supreme thought, but i hcm.iin- 
tcnjuce erf a single gwernnwnt, "of the 
pecple, for tlie people and by the peo- 
ple."' To this end he was ready to 
jield up all things sate honor and to 
itrelch national credit to the limit of 
endurance. 


A man of most tender sympathy and 


jealous for the preservation of human 
lile, lirtues so expressed that they be- 
came weaknesses, willingly, in the ex- 
ercUe of executive clemency towards 


I individual offenders, lie (.till 'realized 


I tliat much blood would have to be shed 


and that many thousands of human be- 
ings must be "sacrificed in order to the 
consummation of tbe object so dear to 
his heart. 


Modest, as true greatness eier is, at- 


tentive to wise counsel and recepthe of 
yood advice, still was there never man 
less moved of senseless rlamnr, or of 
unjust demand for 
executive 
favor. 


When, following the calamitous cam- 
paign of the summer of 1S61, impatient 
agitators insisted that all slaves should 
be set free, he remained firm as the 
adamantine hills in his set purpose to 
consider, first, last and all the time, 
the preservation of the autonomy of the 
goieminent. \Vith ineffable decision 
he declared that he was ready to main- 
tain it with slaverj, if it must, be so; 
or with partial slavery, if things so 
turned out, but that the one obligation 


jjlmity to a foe he was morally sure 
must ultimately he overcome. Until a 
late period of the war he stood ready 
to gi.e compensation to owners for 
tlieir slaves and to accord amnesty, 
full ar« complete, to all who hcd drawn 
sword against the government, aad 
who had iired at the flag. Unyielding 
as he was in his demand that the re- 
volting states should return, obedient, 
to the fold, and with the loss of their 
human chattels, he was, nevertheless, 
moat gentle ill his persuasions and 
most generous in his proffers of full 
and free, forgiveness of all who had 
cired and strayed away. 
In all the 


land there was no more true friend of 
the south than this man who had com- 
pased its overthrow, all the energies 
oi his nature being- exercised towards 
the assuagement of bitterness and the 
cKaccment of the memories of strife 
at the time when the bullet of the as- 
sassin removed 
him 
forever 
from 


earth and its solemn duties. 


The character tof this remarkable 


man stands out in added luster with 
the passing1 of the years, and the con- 
sequent obliteration of prejudices that 
were bom and nourished of partisan 
or political bias, and vv ithout substan- 
tial foundation, in fact.

Woman Suffrage in England. 
Chicago Times-Herald: A great ue- 


ory was scored by tha udracatea of wo- 
man suffrage in the passage on its second 
trading by the English house of commons 


if the bill grunting women the right to 
vote for members of parliament. 
The 


rote of 338 to 157 seems to be decisive and 
ndicates that It will be but a short time 
before women enjoy equal privileges with 
nen at tho ballot box in England. 


With the typical disregard for facts 


which marks British parliamentary dis- 
cussion of foreign politics, Charles Bad- 
illff Cooke erred when in his speech in 
opposition he declared that in Wyoming 
and Washington laws granting women 
tlio franchise had been repealed. In 
truth, women still vote in Wyoming, as 
they bav« done since 1870, and we have 
never heard of any serious movement to 
deprive them of tbelr right. Mr. Cooke'e 
mistake iu regard to Washington is pr.b- 
ably due to the fact that the l»w passed 
In that state was declared unconttitutiou- 
il by the territorial supreme court. 


As a matter of fact, while the cause of 


woman suffrage In this country has met 
witb some rebuffs recently In the east, 
New York having refused it in 189i. 
South Carolina in 1H95 and Massachusetts 
in 189<i, woman suffrage is consjantly 
gaining ground. In Colorado, Utah and 
Wyoming women have full suffrage and 
vote for all officers, including presidon- 
t'al electors. 


But in some form, mainly as to taxa- 


tion or the election of school officers, wo- 
man suffrage exists in n limited way in 
Arizona, Delaware, Idaho, Illinois. Indi- 
ana, 
Iowa. Kentucky, Massachusetts, 


Michigan, Minnesota, Montana, Xebras- 
fcu, New Hampshire, New Jersey, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, South 
Dakota, Texas, Vermont, Washington and 
Wisconsin 


In the English colonies women enjoy 


limited 
suffrage, Including Australia, 


New X.ealund, Cape Colony, Canada and 
parts of Indiu. 


Whenever the women of any state or 


nation have been united in their desire to 
giiin tbe franchise they have usually gut- 
ten it, and tbe fact that English women, 
who take more interest in politics than 
any other women, seem to desire suffrage, 
la a good indication that they will get it 
before U ng.
